Before the first per- 
formance was presented in France 
in 943, permission had to be ob- 
tained from the German censor. 

Since in this play Antigone rep- 
resents freedom and Creon subservi- 
ence, unusual interest was attained 
in this first presentation. Jacque. 
line Day appeared in the title role, 
and King Creon was enacted by 
Richard Cimino in the local pres- 
entation.
